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DETAILED ACTION 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

1, The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

2. Claims 12 and 19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Schroeppel 
Schroeppel discloses a method of performing point doubling by performing reciprocals 

and squares to determine successive x values and successive slopes and for generating y from 
preceding x values and the slope, note equation 3 of column 9. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

3. The follov^ing is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a v^ritten description of the invention, and of the manner 
and process of making and using it, in such fiill, clear, concise, and exact terms as to 
enable any person skilled in the art to v^hich it pertains, or v^ith which it is most nearly 
connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode contemplated by 
the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

4. Claims 20-26 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to comply v^ith 
the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not 
described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant 
art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had possession of the claimed 
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invention. New claims 20 and 21 call for four sequences of instructions to perform four 
respective functions but such instructions fail to be described in the specification. 

5. Claims 12-19, 29 and 30 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Lines 2-3 of claim 12 are mis-descriptive because the performing of reciprocals and 
squares are not sufficient to determine successive x values and successive slopes. Also in claim 
12 n fails to be defined. The "repeated point doublings" of claim 13 fails to be clearly related to 
the "n point doublings" of claim 12. Claim 29 is mis-descriptive because a scalar multiplication 
cannot be decomposed into one or more point doublings. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

6. Claims 1-1 1, 27 and 28 are allowed. 

7. Claims 13-18, 29 and 30 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) 
under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims.
